The Final Word 


Me JUSTICE WELLS” REPORT 

_on federal government action 
in regard to the Spencer spy case 
clearly. relieves the Ottawa adminis- 
tration of the burden of charges 
of unfairness laid by political oppo- 
nents, and absolves the RCMP of 
all suggestions of, persecution or 
high - handed treatment of the 
accused espionage agent. 

The late Mr. Spencer-emerges as 
a sick, frustrated man who fumbled 
his way through ‘picavune spying 
assignments by Soviet officials but 
who, nevertheless, was guilty of the 
“grossest misconduct” -as a postal 
civil servant in furnishing ‘a foreign 
power with maps and information 
of a nature to be used against Cana- 
dian interests. 

The police, on the other hand, 
treated Mr. Spencer with “forbear- 
ance and kindness,” and in fact were 
of service to him on several occa- 
sions, And the government had 
every right to dismiss the man and 
return to him only that part of his 
pension fund which he had himself 
contributed. Although not charged, 
it. was, not necessary for Mr. 
Spencer to have committed a crime, 
said Mr. Justice Wells, in order to 


spread, rather than confine, the 
fighting. 
merit dismissal — there are many

A New Look at Local Government 


"THE plan of the Eastern Quebec 

Planning Bureau. for the depressed 
Lower St. Lawrence-Gaspe region, - if 
carried out, is bound |to collide with some 
traditional democratic beliefs, but might 
“also generate some riew ones. 

The bureau, 
known by the initials 
of its French name 
as the BAEQ;” pro 
Poses a “global’’ re G 
organization, not only 2% 
of the economic life 
of the area, but also 

its political struec- 
ture and even, to a 
point, of the mental- 
ity, the attitudes and 
values, of its popula- 
tion 

What the planners propose amounts to 
a wider, deeper and ‘faster ‘quiet 
revolution” concentrated in one region of 
the province. While Quebec as a whole 
hurries to catch up to modern North 
American industrial society, Lower St. 
Lawrence-Gaspe must double the pace to 
catch up to Quebec, 

This brings up a problem: How fast 
can a revolution go and still be accepted 
quietly by the people? It appears now, 
since last month’s provincial election, 
that even the pace of change led by the 
Lesage government was eénouch to 
provoke a good part of the population to 
dig in its heels. y 

The BAEQ planners are free of the 
illusion that it is possible to replace the 
Parish pump by a modern waterworks, 
so to speak, without changing a great 
many of the ways and beliefs and 
attitudes of the people concerned.

The study—of the area's needs—was 
first requested by local leaders and the 
researchers mage it their policy to draw 
the population into active involvement 
with the project. 


Local committees, later consolidated 


into zonal committees, were established—— 


for discussion of problems and working 
out ideas for solutions. 

The 2,000-page BAEQ report is clearly 
the work of the sociologists and’ the 
economists of the bureau, but there is 
every indication that the population is 
enthusiastic about it and feels it had a 
hand.in its producton.-  . 

The plan propdsed that this close give- 
and-take between: planners and people 
be carried on through a system of local 
and regional consultative bodies, Z 

The idea is to keep the people closely 
associated with the changes taking place, 
contributing their ideas and at the same 
time gaiming an understanding of the 
objectives and methods of the plan as it 
is carried out. 

A great part of this work is to be the 
responsibility of ‘animators’ using tech- 
niques simijar to some used by civil 
rights workers in the U.S. South, or by 
the young ‘‘social activists” engaged in 
the more ‘original projects of the U.S. 
war on poverty, 

Animation 2 

In good gray: planner’s jargon the 
report defines animation as ‘‘the utiliza- 
tion of a whole’ set of methods, 
techniques and instruments with a view 
to working systematically on the factors 
of a cultural order which hinder a group 
from rationalizing its action with regard 
to a particular objective.” 

Elsewhere the report recognizes the 


need for a change in “norms and - 


values."*

Kh alse proposes systematic use of 
newspapers, radio and television to 
spread understanding of and enthusiasm 
for the plan in progress. 

It suggests ‘a regional equivalent of

and further the cause of the development 
of a regional consciousness and enthusi- 
asm for the plan. 

The effect of all these. efforts to 
influence. the minds of the people 
concerned ‘will be heightened by the 
transformation of the traditional system 
of local government. 


Too Local 


The trouble with most local govern- 
ment in the area now is that it is too 
local. There are 204 municipalities, most 
of them the tiniest of hamlets, each with 
its own little council jealous -of its own 
prerogatives. . 

They would - be regrouped into 25 
municipalities, each large enough to 
support a system of essential municipal 
Services. The nine county governments 
would be réplaced by one regional 
government. 

In the short term there will be a 
Period in which the old local structures 
have been removed and the new are just 
finding their footing and tending to lean 
on the executors of the plan. 

The explicit aim. of. the project is to 
make the region self-supporting and 
capable of rumning its own. affairs 
successfully in the long run. 

But inthe short run, at least, if the 
plan is put into effect whole or nearly 
whole, the project could give a severe 
Shaking-up to traditional notions of 
democratic self-government.

TTAWA City Council will consider 
tonight. a recommendation from 
Board of Control that the term of future 
councils be extended from two to three 
years. 
- The change ‘should be approved. 

Two years has been insufficient for 
an administration to initiate and carry 
through a program bearing its own 
distinctive stamp. Incoming councils 
have had to approve budgets and tax 
rates that are determined more by the 
legacy of the previos administration 
than by their own policies. The major 
decisions of the second. year of office 
tend to be colored by the prospect of 
the coming election. 

Running a city of Ottawa's size has 
become too complex a business to he 
divided into two - year compartments, 
Major projects offen involve . working 
with other municipalities, with the fed- 
eral and provincial governments. A 
longer term would allow.a better. op- 
portunity for the administration which 
initiates a program to shepherd it to 
completion: 


Three years would make each council 


responsible for more and make it easier 
for the electorate to judge performance, 
They will have had time. to deliver, 
succeed or to fail. ; 

As a longer term should make elec- 
tion to city council more desirable, 
more qualified candidates should be 
tempted to rum for -office. 

Raising the term of office by one 
third. should also mean a_ heightened 
sense of responsibility on the part of 
the electors. Each vote will be one- 
third more sighificant. Civic elections 
should become more important as they 
become less frequent.

Significant Response 


The most interesting and significant 
indication of the real Asian response to 
the U.S. effort in Viet Nam came, some 
ago, from the brilliant prime 
minister of Singapore, Lee Kuan Yew. 
Lee is a_ socialist, and when he has 
talked about this country in the past, he 
has almost always been sharply hostile. 
' In a@ public interview addressed to his 
own people, Prime Minister Lee forth- 
Jightly gave thanks. for the American 
effort im South Viet Nam, which he 
described as ‘buying time’ for the 
Asians who want true self-determination. 
He was by no means uncritical of the 
details of the American effort, or over- 
optimistic about its end result. * 

But his main theme was a warning to 
his fellow-Asians to take the fullést 
advantage of ‘the time “bought” by this 
American effort, whieh might, he 
remarked, . one day ‘be terminated 
because there “are; any number of 
Robert Kennedys around.’

Self-Determination 


The Indonesian. case is merely the 
most dramatic illustration of the service 
done by the President's policy to the 
cause that Kee Kuan Yew sensibly 
defines as Asian self-determination. All 
over Asia — and not just in Southeast 
Asia -- the people who wanted self- 
determination” were getting ready to 
throw in the sponge before-the American 
intervention. in Viet Nam. And now these 
people, who constitute the vast majority 
of thinking Asians; are instead’ working 
hopefully for a better sort of future, as 
described by Lee Kuan Yow. 


Maybe the president's goal of Asian 


self-determination ‘is an erroneous goal 
for the greatest power in the Pacific. 
Maybe ft was a mistake for the United 
States to come to the rescue of Greece 
nearly 20.years ago.

Time, History Answer to Red Rule 


After two decades or 
more under Communist 
rule, the people of Eastern 
Europe aceept the system 
with apathy or cynicism, 
John Best, Canadian Press 
correspondent in Moscow 
who toured the Conmmunist 
bloc, deseribes how lis in- 
habitants vlew their re- 
gimes.

If the peoples of Eastern 
Europe could freely . decide 
tomorrow whether they wish 
to get rid of communism, 
what would be their verdict? 

By and large; they would be 
so confused they wouldn't 
know how to react. 

It’s not easy to scuttle a 
system as all-prevading and 
all-embracing as communism. 
In our time, it has happened 
only in Guatemala, a country 
so ‘tiny and so close to the 
United—States Yhat the CIA 
could handle the job quickly 
and quite handily. 

In Eastern Europe, Commu- 
nists have been in power for 
20 years and more, and people 
have long since learned to af- 
ford the system a kind of 
fatal acceptance. 

They’ve become used to the 
slogans, the exhortations, the 
dreary Coriimunist-style May

repetitive projections of eco- 
nomic advance — projections 
that almost invariably out- 
strip performance 

“They're breeding a race of 
schizophreniacs,"” says a for- 
eign woman who lives in an 
East European capital. It was 
an apt way of figuratively de- 
picting the mental adjust- 
ments. people have to make 
‘between what they are told 
exists. and what they .s¢€e ex- 
isting with their own eyes.

I asked a Czech woman a 
complicated ‘question: What 
did the people of. her country 
think of communism?

This, already washed in de- 
tergent suds, ranges in color 
from sparkling white through 
cream to yellow. The off- 
Shade fur is indelibly pre- 
dyed by mineral salts of Arc-

When these burn down; you 
have a small, very hot and all 
but smokeless blaze, the sort 
that will- boil water in two 
shakes of a polar bear's tail. 

What’s needed next is clean 

salt water, scooped from the 
gull haunted shallows, I use 
a battered camp pot,. black- 
ened by many past fires. 
Set this on your stones above 
the concentrated hatful of 
heat, add a sparing dash of 
vinegar then stroll the beach 
or loaf in the sun until the 
water begiris to simmer. 

Dump in the’ dye~of your 
choice, remembering that a 
little goes a long way. Stir with 
a stick. When the pot comes to 
what housewives call a rolling 
boil, drop in your previously- 
wetted chunk of polar. 

Now comes the tricky part 
of the operation. Color-wise 
coho usually prefer the softer 
tints; a faded red will take 
more fish than a bright scar- 
let. This means you must not 
over-dye; and to prevent any 
such catastrophe, I suspend 
each piece of fur on a string 


and jig it in and out of the i 


bath, 

When the tint is precisely 
right, whisk the fur out and 
hurry it down for a rinsing 
in the cold sea. Smooth the 
water from the hair, set it to 
dry‘on a log, empty the red 
dye, and scour the -traces 
from the. pot with a fistful of 
wet sand. You are then ready 
to repeat with another color.

My own pet shades for coho 
are the faded red I mentioned 
above, and a light blue tinged 
sparingly with green, But as 
everyone who trolls the big 
“‘bucktails’” knows, the bright 
fur laid above the white 
under-wing may be any 
imaginable hue. I remember 
a day when hot orange was 
the only color to fetch strikes, 
and more than one evening 
when fish would come only 
to the palest of green. 

What I have traced for: you 
here is my own recipe, learned 
from a commercials handliner 
in the days when this: unique

One man’s junk is an- 
other’s treasure, and my 
bag of snippets from a 
scruffy old polar bear 
rug is worth more to me 
than its weight in mink. 
Each year, it provides 
material‘for winging the 
big, gay ‘flies that no 
right'- minded. coho sal- 


mon can resist. 
First,. though, the fur must 


be prepared 
for the hook, 
This is one 


“ of those fussy 
small jobs a

he has time

This last, for me, is a salt 
chuck beach , on «a sunny 
morning. It must be a beach 
of the wilder sort, where one 
can. light a fire There 
should be some little black- 
headed Jonapartes 
gulls we call | them—and 
préferably a boy along to 
vather Douglas fir bark nub- 
bins and ask questions 

Beyond that, you need only 
a few boxes of: all-purpose 
fabric dye,-a-vial-of vinegar, 
and, of course, some polar 
hair, 

This, already washed in de- 
tergent suds, ranges in color 
from sparkling white through 
cream td yellow. The off- 
shadé fur is indelibly pre- 
dyed by mineral salts of Are- 
tic waters in which the great 
bears swim, and no amount 
‘of bleaching will lighten it. 

So we save- the pure white 
pieces with their four or five- 
inch4iong guard hairs for the 
under-wing-—The rest goes 
into the dye-pof. 


* 


For this work a_ bonfire 
blaze is not wanted. Scoop out 
a foot-wide fire hole in the 
beach shingle, well away from 
the drift logs, and edge it with 
larger: stones. Whittle a ruff 
cedar shavings: around a 
touch a match to this 
tinder, and feed your fire with 
salty, silvery drift scraps until 
it is strong enough to take the 
bark chunks. 

“When these burn down, you 
have a small, very hot and all 
but smokeless blaze, the sort 
that will boil water in two 
shakes of a polar bear’s tail. 

What's needed next is clean

stick, 


salt water, scooped from the 
guill-haunted shallows. I use 
a battered camp pot, black- 


ened by “many past fires. 

Set this on your stones above 
the concentrated hatful of 
heat, add a—sparing—dash_of 
vinegar then stroll the beach 
or loaf in the—sun—ontit the 


water begins to simmer. 


Dump in the dye -of your 
choice, remembering that a 
little goes a long way. Stir with 
a stick. When the pot comes to 
what housewives call a rolling 
boil, drop in your previously- 
wetted chunk of polar. _ 

Now comes the tricky part 
of the operation. Color-wise 
coho usually prefer the softer 
tints; ‘a faded red will take 


more fish than a bright scar- | 


Jet. This means you must not 
over-dye; and to prevent any 
such catastrophe, I suspend 
each piece of fur on a string 
and jig it in and out of the 
bath. 

. Wherf the tint is precisely 
right, whisk the fur out and 
hurry it down for a rinsing 
in the cold ‘sea. Smooth the 
water from the -hair, set it to 
dry on a log, empty the red 
dye, and scour the traces 
from the pot with a fistful of 
wet Sand. You aré then ready 
to repeat with another color. 


* 


My own pet shades for coho 
are the faded red I mentioned 
above, and a light blue tinged 
sparingly with green. But as 
everyone who trolls the -big 
“bucktails” knows, the bright 
fur laid above 
under-wing may be any 
imaginable hue. I remember 
a day when hot orange was 
the only color to fetch strikes, 
and more than one evening 
when fish would come only 
to the palest of green. 

What I have traced for you 
here is my own recipe, learned 
from a ¢ommercial handbiner 
in the days when this unique 
B.C, coast lure was tied with 
hair from the tail of goat, calf 
or deer. He worked his buck- 
tails when minnows weren't 
handy to his herring rake. 

There are other fur-dying 
recipes, and the shades pro- 
duced with the newer dyes are 
marvellous to behold. 

For my own method, I will 
claim only that it’s a heck of a 
lot’more fun than messing up 
your gvife’s clean kitchen; and 
that while -salt- water<iyed 
polar hair may fade a trifle 
from-time and hard mauting, 
your colors will never run.
